II. Claim 1 8, drawn to a method of baking a batter or dough, classified in 
class 426, subclass 505. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus of Group I as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process, e.g., for use in producing shaped gelatinous 
food products. Moreover, the method of Group II as claimed can be practiced without 
the specifics of the Group I apparatus such as a stacking feature constructed and 
arranged to allow stacking of a first pan and a second pan when one of the first pan and 
the second pan are rotated, and to eliminate nesting of the first pan and the second pan 
when one of the first pan and the second pan are rotated; a liner positioned between the 
first pan and the second pan; the pan made from a material comprising a non- 
conductive material such as crystallized polyethylene terephthalate; a plurality of 
receptacles for receiving batter or dough; the plurality of receptacles comprising a first 
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receptacle and a second receptacle, and the first surface defining at least one aperture 



positioned between the first receptacle and the second receptacle; the plurality of 
receptacles are aligned in a first row and in a second row, each row having at least two 
receptacles; etc. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art requiring separate searches as shown by their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
